Work on the new buildings will 
start as soon as possible with the 
preparation of plans and specifica­ 
tions coming first.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 23.—Gov. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s campaign 
for the presidency was directed into 
a definitely new channel today, as 
the Democratic nominee boldly and 
pointedly made a bid for the Pro­ 
gressive-Republican 
vote 
of 
the 
great West. 
It was the Progressive vote of the 
West that elected Woodrow Wilson 
in 1916—California did it—and Gov. 
Roosevelt plainly has decided to 
make his appeal to the same inde­ 
pendent vote this year. 
Here in Mr. Hoover’s home state, 
where political discontent is as ram­ 
pant as in other sections of the 
country, Gov. Roosevelt is making 
literally a spectacular bid for the 
support of such independent-Pro- 
gressives as regularly re-elect Hiram 
Johnson to the senate. 
The Democratic 
nominee 
went 
pointedly out of his way to pay trib­ 
ute to Senator Johnson. 
He de­ 
scribed him in Sacraento as “a man 
who has. done so much to further 
progressive thought and courageous 
public action, and long a warrior 
in the ranks of true American prog­ 
ress.” 
Gov. Roosevelt’s praise of Senator 
Johnson was in marked contrast to 
the action of Charles Evans Hughes 
when he came to California in 1916. 
Hughes ignored Johnson and chose 
to fraternize with John’s Republican 
enemies in the state. 
Hughes lost 
California by 4.000 votes—and lost 
the presidency, for California decid­ 
ed it.

Pennsylvania agriculture, like that 
of other states, is troubled with the 
economies of farming. “To these 
challenging economic difficulties we 
must give heed, but agriculture is a 
life as well as a livlihood. There is

HOUSE PULLETS BEFORE WEA­ 
THER HURTS HEALTH 
Many of the early hatched pullets 
already are in the laying house. 
The question. “When should the 
remaining pullets be moved from 
the range?” can be answered by say­ 
ing that it is a safe practice to house 
all pullets 
before 
cold, wet 
fall 
wTather begins. 
Colds and allied troubles often 
start while pullets are on range in 
the fall. The rapidly developing 
pullets can w’ell be housed when 
they show' evidence of starting to lay 
provided laying house conditions are 
suitable. 
The 
late-hatched 
and 
slowly developing 
pullets 
will 
be 
benefited by being left on range as 
long as the w’eather remains favor­ 
able. 
It seems w’ise 
to change 
from 
grow'ing to laying mash before the 
birds have laid many eggs. In fact, 
it is a safe practice to make any 
change, if possible, before this per­ 
iod. Any change after production 
starts, unless it is very gradual may 
result in a partial molt and drop 
in production. 


FERTILIZING WHEAT IS GOOD 
BUSINESS 
On account of low grain prices and 
hard times many farmers are trying 
to reduce expenses by omitting fer­ 
tilizer. 
Some reduction along this line 
may be safe, but wheat has respond­ 
ed better and more consistently to 
fertilizers than any other general 
farm crop. When w'heat is fertil­ 
ized the clover and grass following 
also are benefited, so that returns 
continue. 
Wheat fertilization demonstrations 
conducted on farms all over Penn­ 
sylvania have shown an average in­ 
crease of between 6 and 7 bushels an 
acre from the application 
of 200 
pounds of 16 
percent 
superphos­ 
phate. This is a profitable return 
even when wheat is 60 cents a bu­ 
shel, and would w'aiTant borrowing 
the money for fertilizer. Heavier 
applications of superphosphate have 
not been very profitable; but less 
than 200 pounds an acre seems to be 
poor economy. The effect of the 
superphosphate usually Is very evi­ 
dent in the clover and timothy the 
following year. 
Superphosphate alone seems to be 
adequate fertilization for wheat on 
good soil, especially 
when 
grain 
prices are low'. Where w’heat fol­ 
lows oats or corn, and 
where 
no 
manure has been applied the past 
year, it often pays to 
apply 
both 
phosphate, and potash in an 0-12-5 
mixture at the rate of 200 to 250 
pounds an acre. The potash often 
will help the wheat as well as the 
following clover, in the absence of 
manure. Nitrogen, the 
least pro­ 
fitable element on w'heat seems to 
have little or no effect on clover. 
Its use under present conditions, ex­ 
cept possible on poor soils, may be 
considered questionable economy. 
Proper fertilization not only in­ 
creases yields but helps materially 
to prevent winter-killing especially 
of late-sown grain. The fertilized 
wheat ripens earlier and usually is 
plumper and of better quality.

SAVE SEED CORN 
Owing to to drouth and insect at­ 
tacks, many corn fields have grown 
only small ars. In a year like this 
however, a w'ell-matured small ear 
saved for seed will produce as good 
a crop next year as a larger ear 
'larvested in a favorable year. In 
fact, it may be ev?n superior, be­ 
cause the WTak individuals largely 
fail to produce an ear at all. Plants 
of the greatest vigor were able to 
produce, so one should hesitate to 
select the best and store it properly. 
Those who do not have corn from 
which to select seed this year can 
use last year’s seed, even from the 
crib. This Is in 
good 
condition. 
How'ever, one year old seed usually 
is a few days slow'er in coming up, 
and usually it Is preferable to use 
seed from the most recent crop in- 
.stead of from the previous year.

have rabies is not dangerous, said 
a statem ent today from the bureau 
of animal industry, Pennsylvania 
Departm ent 
of 
Agriculture. 
“In 
fact it is much to be preferred to 
a wound inflicted by a rusty nail,” 
the bureau officials explained. “The 
wound 
may 
be 
cauterized with 
hartshorn (strong ammonia) after 
which the person should see a phy­ 
sician. Never have a dog th at bites 
you shot, otherwise you will never 
know if it had rabies at the time of 
the bite or not. The dog should be 
kept confined under observation for 
ten days, during which time it will 
either show definite symptoms or* 
gain a clean bill of health. 
“There is absolutely no founda­ 
tion for the belief th at persons bit­ 
ten by a dog which months later be­ 
comes rabid, may contract the dis- 


ease. The animal must be afflicted 
at 
the 
time the victim is bitten 
Rabies is more common 
in 
early 
spring. 
The idea th at it is more 
prevalent in Dog Days is absolute­ 
ly incorrect. 
Heat has nothing to 
do with it. 
Every animal or per­ 
son bitten by a rabid dog does not 
necessarily develop the disease. Ac 
cording to one authority only 15 
per cent of those so bitten and not 
treated have hydrophobia. 
This is 
an hysterical age and persons of a 
highly nervous temperam ent and 
excitable disposition 
when 
bitten 
even by a normal dog sometimes 
exhibit 
symptoms 
comparable to 
rabies because 
they 
permit their 
minds to be terrified by fear of pos­ 
sibilities. Such a condition is called 
Lyssophobia. 
When a diagnosis of 
rabies is made on the dog, the in ­ 
dividual should go at once to a phy­ 
sician for treatm ent.”

RECORDS ARE VITAL

N EW Y O R K , Sept. 23.—A ruling 
by Federal Judge Frank J. Coleman 
of vital importance to both sides 
was expected today at the resump­ 
tion 
of 
the trial of U. S. Senator 
Jam es J. Davis 
of 
Pennsylvania, 
former director general of the Loyal 
Order of Moose, charged with viola­ 
tion of the national lottery laws. 
The 
point 
at 
issue 
concerns 
whether or not the 
books 
and 
records of the “ propagation depart 
mcnt” of the Moose, 
headed 
by 
Theodore G. M iller, also under in 
dictment, can be subpoened. 
The 
question of whether M iller can be 
asked to testify about these records 
is also a supplementary issue. 
If the records are permitted to be 
entered into evidence, the govern 
ment alleges that they w ill show 
that the defendant was aware of the 
activities of the department which 
handled the promotion for the two 
charity balls, claimed to be a lot­ 
tery scheme by the prosecution. 
Large Commission 
M iller, and Bernard C. McGuire 
promoter, of Aurora, 111., are al­ 
leged to have had a contract with 
the Moose whereby they obtained a 
large commission from the proceeds 
of the two charity balls. 
McGuire, also under indictment, 
has been linked through evidence 
already presented with the distri­ 
bution of the tickets. 
M iller, when called as a govern­ 
ment witness, refused to answer 
questions 
on 
the 
ground that it 
might tend to incriminate him. He 
declined to permit the prosecution 
access to his records. 
In the event that Judge Coleman 
rules adversely to the government’s 
motion for obtaining the records, 
two examiners who went over the 
books will be called and a legal at­ 
tempt made to get their testimony 
admitted. 
Margiotti Opposed 
Charles J. Margiotti, of Punxsu- 
tawney, 
Pa., 
chief 
counsel 
for 
Davis, indicated he would oppose 
any such move. 
The prosecution will continue its 
presentation of financial transac­ 
tions of the former secretary of la­ 
bor by which they hope to develop 
their charge that he obtained $172,- 
000 from the proceeds of the char­ 
ity balls. 
The sum is comprised 
of 
four 
transactions, according to the gov­ 
ernment—of $100,000, $15,300, $17,- 
000 and $40,000. 
The prosecution has presented evi­ 
dence showing that a $150,000 note 
guaranteed by Davis was reduced 
by $100,000 in the form of three 
checks from the account of Fred 
W . Jones, treasurer of the “ organ­ 
ization department.” 
It 
is 
alleged 
Jones was “ the 
catspaw” of Davis and a document 
giving him power of attorney in 
the financial affairs of Davis has 
been submitted in evidence. 
A deposit slip showing the deposit 
of a check for $15,300 
to the per­ 
sonal account of Jam es J. Davis, a l­ 
so has been introduced. 
The gov­ 
ernment contends this was in the 
form of a check endorsed by Jones.
